A Critic's View 


Robert Hebert started it. in The Blood-Horse of July 12, when he criticized Holly- 
wood Park’s statue of Swaps and Bill Shoemaker. The bronze, of Swaps in full stride, 


was neither Swaps nor art to Mr. Hebert. 


The ink was scarcely dry on that issue when 


Al Wesson, Hollywood’s publicity director, provided testimony from Rex Ellsworth 
and Meshach Tenney that the statue was aesthetically pleasing to them. 
Comes now a letter from Carlyle Burrows. art critic for the New York Herald 


Tribune: 


Your correspondent. Mr. Hebert. is. as 
an authority on racing, certainly justified 
in having an opinion about that famous 
Hollywood Park statue depicting Swaps 
in full stride with jockey Willie Shoe- 
maker in the saddle. It is not clear what 
my prerogatives. as art critic on the news- 
paper | represent. precisely are. But as a 


subscriber and reader of The Blood-Horse 
let me say that. though the photograph 
of the statue in the July 26 issue seems 
to me in itself far from satisfactory. there 


is in this evidence sufficient for a word of 
comment. 

It is true there are few serious sculp- 
tures of race horses in action, since most 
of the likenesses are portraits of standing 
animals, such as that of Man o’ War, by, 
I believe. Herbert Haseltine. And because 
of his quite plausible version of Swaps in 
the act of racing, Mr. Stewart, the sculp- 
tor, is certainly entitled to congratulations.

A Tail of Patience 


Oceanport. A Glitter’s victory in the 
Monmouth Oaks showed a_ near-record 
crowd of 42.741 (126 below the mark set 
on August 8, 1953) that the 3-year-old 
granddaughter of Twilight Tear could 
swing into the stretch without trying to 
bolt or run out and that she could switch 
her tail while moving away from_ her 
field. 

Time was of little significance in A 
Glitter’s third stakes triumph of the sea- 


son. The well proportioned filly nego- 
tiated the 9 furtongs in) 1:5215. com- 


pared to Levee’s stakes and track record 
of 1:4825. Of more importance was the 
apparent ease with which she humbled 
Spar Maid. A month earlier. the latter had 
pressed her to a half-length decision in 
the mile-and-3-furlong Coaching Club 
American Oaks. On Saturday, August 2. 
A Glitter’s margin was a length and a 
half. easing up. It was the stable’s first 
venture at Monmouth Park. 

Since tail-switching is generally regard- 
ed as an indication of displeasure for 
the tesk at hand and since A Glitter’s use 
o! her posterior appendage had caused so 
much comment, we kept a sharp look-out. 
S» did chart caller Bill Phillips. who 
said she switched her tail, off and on, 
from the moment she entered the back- 
sireich. This observer first) noticed it 
when jockey Ismael Valenzuela finally 
released a wrap on his mount in_ the 
vicinity of the three-sixteenths-pole. It 
didn’t slow her down a bit. As for her 
front-running score, Valenzuela said. “She 
had me seared to death — I had to let her 
run.” So much for tail-switching. 

It will be recalled that A Glitter had 
tun wide at the head of the stretch in the 
Delaware Oaks, her first defeat after hav- 
ing compiled a winning streak of 5, in- 
cluding the Betsy Ross Stakes and the 
CCA Oaks. and that she had finished 
fourth behind Big Effort. We asked 
exercise boy Joe Swart about the Dela- 
ware race. and he said that, in addition 
to being taken out by Valenzuela, who 
had her under a tight hold just off the 
leaders. A Glitter was following a path 
on the track. torrential rain had 
clearly marked the path, and A_ Glitter 
became rooted to the “outside cut.” 


fugust 9, 1958 


Jockey Ismael Valenzuela had a tight hold on A Glitter as the Calumet Farm 


filly coasted to the finish of the Monmouth Oaks. Spar Maid finished second. 


Swart. who entered the service of the 
late Warren Wright around 1932 and who 
broke and galloped such as Nellie Flag. 
Some Pomp. Hug Again. and Dustina, 
added. “Even if you lead a horse to the 
outside of the walking path under the 
shed row. the horse will go back to the 
regular walking path.” 

No one in the Calumet barn disputes 
that A Glitter was a problem child at 2 
and for the first few months this year. In 
2 appearances at Hialeah Park she was 
not better than third. and in her only 
start at Keeneland she ran last in a 5- 
horse field. At this point. trainer Jimmy 
Jones was ready to send her home, but 
then. in an effort to give her one more 
chance. he shipped her to Pimlico with 
Tim Tam and others. It was at Pimlico 
that the turning point came. Under Swart 
and groom Danny Barnette, who hadni 
rubbed a filly since joining Calumet in 


1939 (“I never trusted a filly.” Danny 
said). A Glitter began to train more 
kindly. Jimmy entered her in 


furlong sprint. and she was defeated a 
head by Michore. She was short for that 
one, but she had run true. And her man- 
ners in the barn had improved. Her 
subsequent efforts enriched the Calumet 
treasury by nearly $115,000. 

Dee Brooks. Jimmy’s assistant. credits 
Swart and Barnette for A Glitter’s meta- 
morphosis. “It took a lot of teaching, 
patience. and understanding to make her 
go right.” Dee said. “Joe (Swart) has a 
good way with a horse. He sings. talks 
to them. and finally the horse will begin 
to understand. Another thing. A Glitter 
was led to believe that she was doing 
what she wanted to do rather than what 
her rider wanted her to do. This was 
pointed out when we breezed her on the 
outside of Smileytown before this race.

Wrong Pill, Right Recovery 


Cuicaco. Trainer Moody Jolley han- 
dled the pill box in the draw for the Ar- 
lington Futurity post positions. He was 
noncommittal but apparently — satisfied 
when No. 4 came up for his own charge, 
Claiborne Farm’s Dunce. The last number 
wes 13, giving Llangollen Farm’s_ well- 
regarded Restless Wind the extreme out- 
side position. “Right out in the parking 
lot.” rasped Jolley with a grin. Behind 
him, trainer Charley Whittingham, of 
Restless Wind. let out a yell, threw his 
arms around Moody’s neck and wrestled 
him in mock anger. 

The post position didn’t bother Restless 
Wind too much. He hauled down first 
money of $100.475 and became the weal- 
thiest| 2-year-old colt| with earnings of 
$148.183. Willie Shoemaker broke Rest- 
less Wind quickest but took him back to 
be a close fourth behind Namon. Win- 
some Winner (longest price at 72-1), 
aud Master Palynch. Manuel Ycaza_ hus- 
tled Dunce to stay in contention, but the 
large son of Tom Fool gradually dropped 
back to seventh. Near the far turn Dunce 
and Clintonville brushed slightly. 

At the quarter-pole. smack on the 
stretch turn, Namon, Restless Wind, and 
Winsome Winner were heads apart. Two 
lengths behind came Master Palynch and 
Dunce. now opening up on the outside. 
Restless Wind opened up by about 114 
lengths at the furlong-pole. and Master 
Palynch was pinched back while trying to 
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Futurity. 


find room between Winsome Winner and 
Restless Wind. Dunce made up about 11% 
lengths on Restless Wind in the last 
furlong but at the wire the winner's 
margin was three-fourths of a length. 
Master Palynch finished doggedly to be 
third, slightly more than 2 lengths behind 
Dunce. 

Although competing in his first stakes, 
Dunce was favored at 12 to 5 because of 
2 impressive victories over the track. 
Restless Wind, winner of the National 
Stallion Stakes at even-money and _ the 
Tremont at 1-5. was about 3-1. A week 
before the Arlington Futurity, Restless 
Wind, purchased from the Saratoga sales 
for $10,000, had been third in the Sapling 
Stakes at even-money. He and Travis 
Kerr's Demobilize were $7,500 supple- 
mentary nominees for the Futurity. 

Restless Wind had arrived at Arlington 
Park on Monday before the race to join 
23 other Llangollen Farm horses which 
Whittingham had brought in from Cali- 
fornia. Horatio Luro had trained the colt 
in the East, and owner Elizabeth Lunn 
herself had conditioned him for his one 
start in Florida last winter. He ran 
fourth in that race, at Gulfstream Park, 
after being frightened by the crowd. 

There wasn’t much Whittingham had 
to do with Restless Wind before the 
Futurity. He galloped him Tuesday and 
Wednesday, blew him out a half-mile on 
a heavy track Thursday, schooled him 
in the paddock Friday and galloped him 
Saturday. 

Said Whittingham after the race: 
“Restless Wind was holding his own at 
the end, and I don’t believe the other 
horse would have caught him. His dam, 
Lump Sugar, was a grand-looking mare 
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but nothing on the race track. Restless 
Wind is good size, with nice shoulders. He 
gets 8-9 quarts of oats; he’d probably eat 
more, but I'd just as soon my horses eat 
more hay. He’s well mannered, has a nice 
disposition. . . . You understand, I just 
got the colt. We'll go in the other Fu- 
turity here (Washington Park Futurity), 
and then ship East. He’s not in the Bel- 
mont Futurity, but we'll put him in the 
Garden State and some of those others.” 

Jolley: “Hell, you can’t take anything 
away from that other horse. That’s a 
hell of a horse. He wasn’t giving up at 
the end. How about that? Me losing 
$200,000 in 2 weeks by less than 2

NEW YORK 
Bold Ruler Through 


After a conference with Ogden Phipps, 
trainer James Fitzsimmons this week an- 
nounced that Bold Ruler had been retired 
from racing. He will enter the stud next 
year at A. B. Hancock Jr.s Claiborne 
Farm. Paris. Ky. 

Bold Ruler had come out of the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, in which he was unplaced 
for the first time since the 1957 Kentucky 
Derby. with a bad ankle, and Fitzsimmons 
said that, although he probably could 
have the colt ready for a fall campaign, 
he did not wish to take a chance on a 
permanent injury. 

“It will take quite some time to bring 
it around to normal, so I think it’s best 
to retire him now,” he said. 

Mrs. Henry C. Phipps’ horse, which had 
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the best over-all record of an extremely 
good generation, goes out of training with 
earnings of $764,204, from 23 victories 
and 6 other placings in 33 races, and with 
a reputation as one of the hardest-hitting 
horses up to a mile and a quarter in the 
modern history of the American Turf. Five 
times in 214 years Bold Ruler was put 
out of commission by injury, and each 
time he came back stronger than ever. 

Bold Ruler won 7 of 10 races at 2, 
earned $139,050. and was weighted sec- 
ond to Barbizon in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. He won 5 consecutive races. 
but in the fifth, on June 6, he returned 
to the stable with a sore back, and a month 
later there was a little trouble with a 
hock. In his next race, on September 24, 
he slipped in the mud at the break and 
struck his head against the starting gate. 
Nashville beat him a length, and Bold 
Ruler returned to the barn bleeding from 
his mouth. He won the Anticipation Purse 
and Belmont Futurity, then was unplaced 
in the Garden State Stakes, in which he 
stumbled over the heels of a surrendering 
pace-setter, and in the Remsen Stakes. in 
which he virtually refused to run. He had 
won, in addition to the Futurity. the 
Youthful and Juvenile Stakes, but lost 
the year-end honors because of his be- 
havior in the Remsen. 

Bold Ruler’s 3-year-old season was ex- 
traordinary, if for no other reason than 
it took most commentators 9 months to 
determine what kind of a horse he was. 
He won the Bahamas. Flamingo, and 
Wood Memorial Stakes. but in the Ken- 
tucky Derby he failed to run well for 
Eddie Arearo, who had tried to rate him, 
and finished fourth. Arearo let him run 
freely in the Preakness. and he won hand- 
ily over Iron Liege. He ran the first 144 
miles of the Belmont Stakes in 2:0125. 
then collapsed and finished third to *Gal- 
lant Man and Inside Tract. By this time 
Bold Ruler was appraised as a whale of 
a horse at distances of less than 10 fur- 
longs. 

A series of mishaps kept him out of 
training for most of the next 2 months. 
There was a splint, then lameness in the 
right shoulder, and a reaction to sleeping- 
sickness vaccine. There even were rumors 
that the colt had heart trouble. but appar- 
ently there was nothing wrong with his 
heart. either physically or figuratively. 

Beginning on September 9, he won 5 
of his next 6 races. He won an overnight 
handicap under 128 pounds. the Jerome 
Handicap under 130. He ran third to 
Dedicate and *Gallant Man in the 114- 
mile, weight-for-age Woodward Stakes; 
then in succession he took the Vosburgh 
Handicap with 130 (lowering Roseben’s 
7-furlong track record to 1:2125). the 
Queens County Handicap with 133, and 
the Benjamin Franklin Handicap under 
136, and in his last race of the season he 
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Mrs. Michael G. Walsh’s *Cloonrouhan, a 7-year-old gelding by *Solar Slipper, 


won America’s richest hurdle race, the $22,000 Midsummer Hurdle Handicap at 


Monmouth Park on July 31, by 5 lengths. 


The favored Neji, carrying 175 


pounds, 19 more than the winner, finished third, a head behind My Last Try. 


accepted 2 pounds each from *Gallant 
Man and Round Table and beat them 
easily in the Trenton, running the 114 
miles on an off track in 2:01%%. 

A splint and acute bursitis in the left 
ankle kept Bold Ruler on the sidelines 
this year until May 17. when he won 
the 6-furlong Toboggan Handicap with 
133 pounds, giving at least 16 pounds to 
all other starters. In his next 6 races he 
never carried less than 133 pounds. He 
gave *Gallant Man 7 pounds in the 7-fur- 
long Carter and beat him 3 lengths, and 
gave him 5 pounds in the one-mile Metro- 
politan Handicap and lost by 2 lengths. 

In the 1!4-mile Stymie Handicap, Bold 
Ruler submitted to rating more readily 
than at any time since a painful injury to 
his tongue when he was a yearling. Carry- 
ing 133 pounds. he breezed to a 5-length 
victory. With 134 pounds. he came from 
behind to win the 1144-mile Suburban 
Handicap. and again with 134, he ran on 
the lead, but under restraint, to win the 
114-mile Monmouth Handicap. 

He made no effort in the Brooklyn. 
Not since the Remsen Stakes of his 2- 
year-old season had he displayed such un- 
willingness. The reason wasn’t apparent 
at first. but early this week Mr. Fitz 
placed the trouble with the left ankle 
which had delayed his reappearance in 
1958. 


The New Saratoga 
Officials of the New York Racing As- 


sociation this week met with architects to 
discuss the modernization of the Saratoga 
race track. Designers presented plans 
ordered by the association for a 3-step 
development program, including cons:truc- 


tion of a new grandstand, which would 
not interfere with the racing schedule. 

The new grandstand, deeper and with 
several thousand more seats, would be de- 
signed in keeping with the present archi- 
tecture. 


PUERTO RICO 


Triple Crown Filly 


An English-bred filly named Light 
Catch has proved herself the best 3-year- 
old in Puerto Rico, taking all parts of the 
island’s “triple crown” for imported 
horses. Her closest rival among the 3- 
year-olds is the American-bred filly Rosa 
Negra. by Revoked—Crystal, by *Bel- 
fonds. 

Light Catch, by Anwar—Sole Worry, 
by Solenoid, was bred by T. 'T. Streeter. 
She raced in England last year for G. 
Baylis. winning 7 of her 10 starts, mostly 
against moderate opposition. Her best vic- 
tory was in the Caterham Stakes at 
Epsom. She was sold to Mrs. Aida G. 
Rocafort. owner of Humacao Stud in 
Puerto Rico, last winter, and imported in 
February. 

The 3 parts of the Puerto Rican “triple 
crown” are the 7-furlong Clasico Barcelo, 
the 1,4-mile Copa 4 de Julio, and the 
1,*;-mile Barbosa Memorial. The Barcelo, 
run on a heavy track June 22, was no 
contest. Light Catch galloping to a 6- 
length victory. In the Copa 4 de Julio, 
however. Rosa Negra led for 5 furlongs 
and held on well, losing by 1% lengths. 
The Barbosa was the best contest of all, 
Rosa Negra leading until deep into the 
stretch. Light Catch finally got to the 
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front in the last furlong and won by a 
half-length. 

Rosa Negra. which finished far ahead 
of the others in the last 2 classics. was 
bred by C. E. Buckley. of Lexington, who 
sold her to Melvin Carter. agent. for 
$2,100 at the 1956 Keeneland summer 
sales. The filly has done all her racing 
in Puerto Rico. 

Both of the top races for young horses 
at El Comandante this year have gone to 
2-year-olds with American parents. The 
$11.670 Clasico Futuro for imported 
horses was won by Establo Lares’ Capvi. 
a filly by Alsab—Sweeping Eva. by 
Sweeping Light. She won by a lengih 
over Vadarkablar,. a filly by Curandero— 
Dark Wonder by *Pharamond II. 

Both of these fillies were purchased 
for export to Puerto Rico at the 1957 
Keeneland fall sales. Capri, bred by Alton 
Moore, sold for $2.700. and Vadarkablar. 
bred by F. E. Morancy, was picked up for 
$800. 

The rising fortunes of Puerto Rico’s 
Thoroughbred owners and breeders was 
reflected in the Clasico Munoz Rivera 
Memorial for home-bred 2-year-olds. The 
race, run July 17, was worth $18,150. 
richest purse ever offered on the island. 
The previous record, established just 13 
days before, was $16,250, offered in the 
Copa 4 de Julio. 

Winner of the Munoz Rivera was Fer- 
nandito, by Bull Dandy—Miss Rhoda, by 
Swinfield, owned by Establo Las Amet- 
icas. Miss Rhoda was purchased from B. 
A. Dario at a paddock sale at Lincoln 
Downs in September, 1955. for $200. She 
was sent to Puerto Rico that fall, and 
Fernandito was foaled early in 1956.

First Minister's next race after the 
Stallion was the Tyro Stakes, at 
Park on June 25, and, except 
performance, it was the poorest race of his 
brief career. He had been on the verge of 
coughing before the Tyro, won by Intentionally, 
and after the race he suffered through a good 
siege of it. Cotton let up on the colt’s training, 
began pointing him for the Flash. 

With Arearo in the saddle, First Minister was 
second choice to Atoll, second to First’ Landing 
in the Great American Stakes on July 23. 
Arcaro held him in fourth place, about 2 lengths 
off Atoll’s pace through the first quarter-mile, 
then began moving up. Atoll hung on for a 
half-mile, Steverino held the lead briefly on the 
turn, but First Minister came on strongly at the 
top of the stretch to win by 4 lengths from 
Pilot, which had run out a little on the stretch 
turn. 

First Minister, bred and raised by Edgar Zant- 
ker at Swanside Farm, Lexington, was fired 
along the hocks as a yearling, and was offered 
for sale privately. (“I knew couldn't get 
$3,000 for him if I put him into the auction.” 
Zantker said.) The breeder priced the colt at 
$10,000, and, when no one showed interest, he 
leased the racing qualities to Cotton. It was 
the kind of arrangement Zantker had had with 
Sol Rutchick in the case of Miss Blue Jay.

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BROODMARE SIRE INDEXES 


ATBA's Unique Contribution 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association for several years has prepared 
for its members an annual statistical 
summary which provided. along with other 
information, a list of winners arranged 
according to maternal grandsires. The sire 
of each winner was given, the number of 
races won, and the amount earned in first 
money only. 

For its report on the records of brood- 
mare sires in 1957 the ATBA authorized 
a different manner of presenting informa- 
tion, and the work was completed recent- 
ly by the staff of The Blood-Horse. The 
result is a unique publication. more limit- 
ed in scope than the voluminous list of 
winners compiled for previous years. but 
including the first comprehensive 
ever given on sires of broodmares. 


data 


The first part of the new publication 
is a list of horses whose total-emoney earn- 
ings in 1957 were at least $12.457, whether 
they were winners or not. This odd figure 
was the minimum required for a horse 
to have a racing index of 4.00 in the 
1957 season in North America. It is not 
exactly 4 times the average distribution 
of $3.118 per runner during the year. 
but is 3.9952 times the average. and thus 
is rounded to 4.00. A horse which earned 
a dollar less had an index of 3.99 for the 
year. 

The list. of course. includes many horses 
which failed to win stakes races in 1957. 
and it also excludes numerous stakes 
winners whose earnings were less than 
4 times the average expectation. 

A unique feature of this presentation 
is that the number of 1957 runners rep- 
resenting each broodmare sire is given. 
so that the proportion of successful horses 
in each group may be determined for the 
first time. The horses under each maternal 
grandsire are so arranged that their own 
sires are given in alphabetical sequence. 

The second section of the ATBA report 
gives the number of runners, total money. 
and annual and cumulative earnings in- 
dexes for all maternal grandsires whose 
daughters were represented by 10. run- 
ners or more in 1957, All this is new ma- 
terial: no previous attempt been 
made to obtain the number of runners 
representing broodmare sires or to. as- 
semble cumulative records. The report 
comprises only 14 pages. but it gives in- 
formation which is more pertinent and 
valuable than the orthodox lists of win- 
ners arranged by maternal grandsires. 

Cumulative figures for most of the 
older sires. especially those foaled before 
1930. are incomplete. but the records as 
given are complete for the 9-year period 
1949-57, and they also include the 1910- 


48 records for all mares which had_ pro- 
geny racing in 1949 and later. Thus an 
18-year-period is covered, except for mares 
whose offspring did all their racing be- 
fore 1949. 

First exhibit in the second section of 
the report is a list of leading broodmare 
sires in 1957, arranged according to gross 
earnings. The 20 leaders are:

Thirteenth on this list) is) Stimulus, 
whose 246 representatives earned an aver- 
age of $3.118. precisely the amount they 
would have received if all the money 
distributed in stakes and purses in North 
America in 1957 had been’ distributed 
equally among all runners which made 
at least one start. The 190 starters out 
of *Mahmoud mares earned an average 
of $8.426. or 2.70 times the $3.118 aver- 
age for all starters. The 117 runners from 
Discovery's daughters $9.594, 
or 3.08 times the average expectation. 

There were 604 sires whose daughters 
were represented by at least 10. starters 
in 1957. When tallied according to earn- 
ings index. the maternal grandsires fall 
into a pattern very closely resembling 
the distribution of sires along the scale 
of merit. as indicated by one-year indexes. 
The tally of cumulative indexes shows. 
as expected. a slight regression toward 
the average.

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A separate tabulation in the ATBA re- 
port shows the top 10 per cent in 1957 
and the top 10 per cent on the basis of 
cumulative records. It includes numerous 
broodmare sires with relatively small rep- 
resentation. The exhibit set forth here is 
limited to the broodmare sires with the 
highest indexes and with at least 30 run- 
ners in 1957 and at least 100 year-starters 
in the cumulative record. 

There were 27.355 Thoroughbreds 
which made at least one start in 1957. 
Summation of the list prepared for the 
ATBA reveals that 1.084 horses earned 
as much as 4 times the $3.118 average. 
Thus 3.96 per cent of the runners had 
racing indexes of 4.00 and upwards dur- 
ing the year, or about 1 out of every 25 
starters. By way of comparison, there 
were 466 flat stakes winners in 1957. or 
1.77 per cent, about 1 out of 59 starters. 

Finding the individual mare to produce 
a good horse is the breeder’s primary 
problem, of course; there are tremendous 
differences between daughters of the 
same sire. Nevertheless it is interesting 
to take note of the broodmare sires which 


had the highest percentages of 4.00-plus 
runners in 1957. Limiting the list to sires 
whose daughters were represented by at 
least 30 runners in 1957, they were:

Through 1957 only 11 of 
War Jeep's daughters had been repre- 
sented by starters, and, as was to be ex- 
pected, most of these were either unraced 
or raced rather lightly, since the oldest 
of them was foaled in 1947.

it seems to me a valid one. concerns the 
relative proportions of the horse and the 
jockey riding him. One needs only turn 
to page 280, in the same issue of the maga- 
zine that contained reference to Mr. He- 
bert’s negative criticism, to see in a photo- 
graph of an actual race how differently 
the horse and rider actually appear to- 
gether. In the latter, the jockey in the 
foreground hugs his mount with an ease 
and precision which is characteristic of 
horse racing. But in the picture of the 
statue. the jockey is curiously undersized 
in relation to the size of his mount. 
Faulty proportions are unforgivable 

an art work such as a portrait, which re- 
lies most on the facts of the subject de- 
picted. And faulty they seem to us, in 
this instance. But before taking sides, 
shouldn't we put at least part of the blame 
for the controversy on the photograph, 
which lacks the clarity of a true repre- 
sentation, there being, for one thing, too 
much dark shadow showing in it?

Amante's Irish Oaks 


Paris. In contrast to the record of the 
best Irish colts. Irish fillies have failed to 
keep at home the honors in either of the 
major classics for the sex. First in the 
One Thousand Guineas was Butiaba. bred 
and trained in France. and in the Irish 
Oaks. run at the Curragh on July 26. the 
first 2 at the finish were trained in France 
and the third was from England. 

Winner of the 11%-mile classic by 5 
lengths was Prince Aly Khan’s Amante 
(Tehran—Pale Ale. by Mannamead). Sec- 
ond was Comte Roland de Chambure’s in- 
bred Torbella (Tornado—Djebellica. by 
Djebel). Prix de Malleret winner. whose 
dam won the Irish Oaks in 1951. Third. 
a length farther back. was J. J. Astor's 
Tantalizer (Tantieme—Indian Night. by 
Umidwar). Behind the invaders were Ris- 
ing Wings. Owenello (second in the [rish 
One Thousand Guineas and winner of the 
1144-mile Pretty Polly Stakes). Padus. 
Ticklish. Wintersweet. Saffron Thistle. 
Madame Caroline. and Scottish Mufsie. 


Amante had won twice in 3 starts at 2 
and was ranked 21st in the Handicap Op- 
tional. This year she was second. between 
Bel Canto and Neptune II, in her first 
outing; second to Bella Paola in the One 
Thousand Guineas: victim of a poor start 
in the Epsom Oaks; and third in the 
Ribblesdale Stakes. in which she had poor 
racing luck. She is the first Irish Oaks 
winner for Prince Aly Khan, her breeder 
and owner, and for trainer Alec Head 
and jockey Liam Ward. But the owner 
and trainer had taken the 1958 Irish One 
Thousand Guineas with Butiaba, and 
Ward had won the Derby on Sindon. 

Tehran, Amante’s sire, was third in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, second by a neck 
in the Derby, and winner of the St. Leger. 
*Tulyar and Amante are his only classic 
winners. The dam, Pale Ale (Manna- 
mead—Compromise, by White Eagle), ran 
once unplaced at 2. Best of the 10 foals 
she produced before Amante were the 1953 
King Edward VII Stakes winner Skyraider 
and the Palestine filly Martine, second in 
the Irish Two Thousand Guineas and third 
in the Eclipse Stakes of 1955. 


Important Test in Germany 


Eight times in the last 9 years the 
Grosser Preis von Nordrhein-Westfalen 
had been won by 3-year-olds. In the 
1958 running of this 15¢-mile test, at 
Duesseldorf on July 27, 3-year-olds were 
first and second, the German colt Agio 
(Tantieme—Aralia, by Alchimist) tri- 
umphing in a 3-horse photo-finish over 
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the French Rocamador  (Rockefella— 
Legende Doree, by Cameronian) and the 
French 5-year-old Liperion (Sky High— 
Littoria. by Fair Copy). 

The German 4-year-old Andaluzier was 
fourth, while the Henckel Rennen winner 
Pfalzteufel was fifth. beaten less than 2 
lengths. Also in the beaten field were 
the Deutsches Derby winner Wilderer and 
the Schwarzgold Rennen and Preis der 
Diana winner Ivresse. 

Agio. bred and owned by the Schlender- 
han Stud. won once in 2 starts last year. 
and at 3 had finished third in the Henckel 
Rennen, Union Rennen. and Deutsches 
Derby. He is by the French champion 
Tantieme out of the Preis der Diana win- 
ner Aralia. by Alchimist out of the Olean- 
der mare Aster, whose daughter Aster- 
bluete. by Pharis. won the Union Rennen, 
Preis der Diana, and Deutsches Derby. 


Results in France 


Th 1,%-mile Prix Maurice de Nieuil, 
at St. Cloud July 14. was led from the 
start almost to the finish by the 3-year-old 
Theodebert (Sicambre—Themire. by Fan- 
tastic). which had been sacrificed for the 
benefit of Pepin le Bref in the Grand Prix 
de Paris. But near the end Theodebert 
was easy prey for Marcel Boussac’s 4- 
year-old) = Argal  (Arbar—Galgala. by 
*Goya IL). which “should have won” the 
Grand Prix du Printemps in May. Argal’s 
sire won the Ascot Gold Cup. and his dam 
took the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches. 


The 114-mile Prix Eugene Adam. run 
July 20 at St. Cloud, drew 20 3-year-olds 
to the post. Easy winner was Mathieu 
Goudchaux’s Speedway (Vandale—Speed- 
well, by Sky High), 214 lengths ahead of 
his stablemate the filly V. I. P. (Sicambre 
—Whip. by Tornado), which had a short 
head advantage over Romousseux (Cidre 
Mousseux—Romanee, by Convoy). Among 
the unplaced were Thila’s half-brother 
Thiudar, the Irish One Thousand Guineas 
winner Butiaba, and the Prix Lupin win- 
ner Alegrador. 

Prince Aly Khan’s Taboun (Tabriz— 
Queen of Basrah, by Fair Trial) had an 
extremely easy victory at Maisons-Laffitte 
on July 27 in the 6-furlong Prix Robert 
Papin, first leg of the triple crown for 
2-year-olds. Second was Steamer (Stig- 
liazno—Pomare, by Eble), three-quarters 
of a length in front of Thymus (Tornado— 
Dinarella, by Niccolo Dell’Arca) and the 
American colt Dan Cupid (Native Dancer 
—Vixenette, by *Sickle), which lost some 
ground at the start. 

In his 2 previous races Taboun had 
won at Maisons-Laffitte and finished sec- 
ond in the Coventry Stakes at Ascot. He 
may be the first top-flight runner by 


Tabriz, which won the Windsor Castle 
Stakes and Royal Lodge Stakes at 2 and 
did not race at 3. 


American Colt at Goodwood 


Mrs. John W. Hanes’ Hieroglyph 
(*Heliopolis—Pocket Edition, by 
man). the American colt which had beat- 
en Taboun in the Coventry Stakes at 


Ro- 


Ascot. confirmed his quality by winning 
the 6-furlong Richmond Stakes at Good. 
wood July 30, earning first money of 
£2.986. He scored by half a length over 
Bleep-Bleep (Hard Sauce—Curtsey. by 
Diavolo). winner of 2 races and fourth in 
the New Stakes at Ascot. 

Other important 2-year-old winners at 
the Goodwood meeting were the filly Kra- 
kenwake (Krakatao—Dented Bell. by 
Denturius). which took the  5-furlong 
Molecomb Stakes for her fourth victory 
in 5. starts. and the colt Carnoustie 
(Dante—Winged Foot. by Big Game), 
winner of the 6-furlong Rous Memorial 
Stakes. Carnoustie previously had won the 
Windsor Castle Stakes. 

Among the 3-year-olds. Pall Mall and 
Major Portion met in the one-mile Sussex 
Stakes for the first time since they fin- 
ished first and second in the Two Thous- 
and Guineas. This time Major Portion 
(*Court Martial—Better Half. by Mieux- 
ce) gained the upper hand near the end, 
winning by a length from Pall Mall (Pal- 
estine—Malapert. by Portlaw). In the 
1144-mile Gordon Stakes, £5.254 to the 
winner, the Newmarket Stakes winner 
Guersillus (Guersant — Cantarilla. by 
Windsor Slipper) was unchallenged, fin- 
ishing with a 5-length margin over the 


filly None Nicer (Nearco—Phase. by 
Windsor Lad). which had won the Rib- 
blesdale Stakes over Tantalizer and 
Amante. 


John MecShain’s 5-year-old Irish mare 
Gladness (Sayajirao—Bright Lady, by 
April the Fifth), already winner of the 
Ascot Gold Cup. was easily best in the 
254-mile Goodwood Cup. beating the 
French horse Ranchiquito and Clichy. The 
5-year-old Hornbeam (Hyperion—Thicket, 
by *Nasrullah), second in the Gold Cup, 
won the 1%4-mile Bentinck Stakes from 
the 1957 St. Leger second, Court Harwell 
(Prince Chevalier—Neutron, by Hyper- 
ion). The 6-furlong Stewards’ Cup went 
to Epaulette (*Court Martial—Golden 
Sari, by Dastur). a 7-year-old which had 
lost the 1956 renewal of the race by a 
neck. The winner, under 126 pounds, 
started at 33 to 1. 

(Epaulette. now owned by J. S. Gerber. 
raced in A. J. Crevolin’s colors in the 
U. S. in 1957 and until May 24 of this 
year, when he was unplaced in the Con- 
tinental Turf Handicap at the Balmoral 
mecting at Washington Park.)
